Tax Levy Made; $500 Given In- 
frmary, Salaries Raised Among

Mayor Evans then reported that as 
far as the City is concerned, it is able 
to make a reduction of 10 cents on the 
$100 in its tax levy, due to the larj?e 
increase in assessment of property as 
estimated at the tinsie the bond issue 
was voted for streets and sewers. The 
tax levy ordinance was then submitted 
and adopted, making the rate for all 
purposes in the city $1.85 on each $100 
worth of property, divided- as follows:

Street and sewer bond sink, fund 35<; 

General fund ' L-_75c 

A poll tax of $1.50 on every citizen 
of Richmond is also imposed. As orig- 
inally drawn this said "male" citizen 
but the point was lauphingly raised 
that as women will undoubtedly have 
the right to vote, they sdiould pay the 
poll tax, too . 

MV. M. C. TCoUogg, who headed a 
delegation of sponsors for the Pattie 
A. Clay Infirmsrj', told of breaking 
down of the heating pl^fit^l^t winter, 
and asked for a donatioD'firom the city 
to help install a new heating plant in 
this very woiiJiy institution.

quaint you with the facts in this mat- 
ter, as I have heretofore tlone." 
Good Features of New Law 

A dispatch from Frankfort says that j 
one good result of the new law al- 
ready being noted by highlvay econo- 
mists is lifting the minds of county ; 
oHicials from local patch work to 
through route projeet& Counties which j 
are anxious to get good roads as soon 
as jjossible are reacting on their . 
neighbors on -the same -projects. 4 

The law provides that a county may I 
anticipate State construction of the 
state highway system by advancing | 
the necessary money and be reim 
bursed later on.
